In the Pageant of St. Louis, the words have 
been made an important part of the production. 
The same is true of the Masque of St. Louis, 
which is to follow the Pageant, and which will 
present in symbolic form the city’s progress, 
which the Pageant shows in concrete historic 


The Art Hill amphitheater, where the Pageant ’ 
audience is to sit, is declared by the Pageant 
management to be a natural sounding board. 
Tests have shown that words spoken on the 
Pageant stage, which is over a part of the: 
lagoon, are carried over the water and are heard 
all around the hillside. If the air is still, or the 
wind blows the right way, the producers of the 
Pageant believe they are going to make all the 
people hear. 

If the wind should be in the wrong direction, 
and a part of the audience should find itself not 
an audience, but only a group of spectators, the 
actors will go on speaking the best they can. 
Thomas Wood Stevens, author of the Pageant \ 
book and stage manager of the production, said 
in a public address that the Pageant, as a spec- 
tacle, would be easier to follow than the ordinary 
moving-picture film. 

Then, too, the book of the Pageant will be in 
the hands of all who care to buy it. The Pageant 
will be performed by daylight, save for the 
closing scenes, which come after dusk. In these 
closing scenes there is little speaking. 


15 Scenes in Three Movements. 
HE Pageant as written by Stevens is divid- 
ed into three movements. There is no

Frogress of Women Politically. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In 1828, the Grimke sisters of North Carolina 
freed their slaves and began speaking publicly in 
favor of abolition. They were frequently mobbed, 
partly because of their subject, but mostly be- 
cause they were women speaking in public. in 


18230 Abby Kelly, speaking on the same subject,’ 
was pelted time and again with over-ripe eggs.: 


In 18385 the Boston Female Anti-Slavery Society, 
composed of 15 or 20 women, was commanded to 
disband by an army of @000 very brave men.

Louls woman was jeered by a mob of 8t. Louis 
men (7) until she retired with dignity, refusing 
to speak longer. I refer to Mrs. Alice Moyer and 
the incident of her speaking on the street a few 
days ago. But let us take courage. Men have 
passed from mobbing and “rotten-egging’ to 
hissing, jeering, cat calls and witty (7) remarks. 
I draw a breath of relief. Cheer up, Missouri!

GETTING THE STORY STRAIGHT. | 

The Washington Government countered smart- 
ly on Huerta when the Mexican dictator withdrew 
official recognition from United States Consular 
Agent Carothers, by assigning Mr. Carothers to 
report the activities of the Constitutionalist army 
under Villa. In this way Washington will get, 
and publish to the American people, accurate, un- 
colored accounts of what takes place during the 
Constitutionalist advance upon the Mexican cap- 
ital. 

The newspaper publishers whose correspondents 
along the border have been faking lurid tales of 
savage atrocities alleged to have been committed 
by Villa will no longer be able to influence read- 
ers of American newspapers to desire intervention. 
The wide variance between the stories these war- 
thirsty publishers have been printing and the facts 
is indicated by Mr. Carothers’ first report of the 
Torreon affair, transmitted from Juarez Tuesday. 
The purposes of the Constitutionalist Government 
under President Carranza’s constant and enlight- 
ened direction, are clearly indicated in Mr. 
Carothers’ statement-that ‘excellent order is be- 
ing maintained and no sacking or pillaging has 
been permitted. Under penalty of fine, orders 
were issued for the cleansing and watering of the 
city; light and water service is in operation, rail- 
way and telegraph service with Durango was re- 
sumed on April 3, and the street car lines are in 
op-ration; no foreigners have been burt or killed.” 

The war in Mexico is a grim and bloody one. It 
silences the light talk of interventionists who 
urged that an invasion by an American army 
would be a mere holiday ja of thirty to sixty 
days from the border to the capital efty. “Bud it is 
2 war conducted with amazing ragard for the rules 
of warfare, considering the fierce resentment 
which animates the members of the revolutionary 
army in their effort to overthrow those who have 
for generations robbed and oppressed them.

However, the swatting season is drawing on 
and a faithful bee ought to be protected against 
the numerous careless swatters in Washington 
who might mistake it for a fiy.

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POLYGLOT ACCIDENT PREVENTION. 


A curious deduction is made by Dr. Peter Rob- 
erts, Industrial Secretary of the International Y. 
M. C. A. Committee, from data he has made in 
investigating preventable accidents. 

He believes that many serious casualties are to 
be attributed solely to the polyglot character of 
the force of workmen often employed on large 
out-of-doors jobs. A gang of newly arrived im- 
migrants speaking several different languages and 
2 big construction or other job involving more 
or less risk of a personal injury make a bad com- 
bination from the standpoint of accident pre- 
vention, he says. Some workers are sure not to 
understand when explanations are made as to 
things that must be avoided. Disregard of warn- 
ing cries resulting in fatalities to workmen from 
falling objects and moving cars has been shown 
by the doctor’s inquiries to be due in many in- 
stances to inability to comprehend the language 
in which the warning was conveyed. 

The remedy is not plain. To call “Look out!” 
in all modern tongues when a derrick breaks is 
hardly practicable, and no Volapuk exists for 
laborers. To provide the American melting rot 
with greater facilities for rapid assimilation than 
it has at present would be difficult. In any ef- 
fective scheme of accident-prevention, however, 
the handicap of the man who understands neither 
the language of the country nor that of many of 
his swarming companions on the job cannot be 
disregarded. 
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TWO NEW PACIFIC HARBORS. 


With an official party en route from Montreal 
ta drive the last spike in the line between Win- 
nipeg and the magnificent Canadian harbor of 
Prince Rupert, the plans of J. J. Hill for a new 
harhor in the Pacific coast line of the United 
States are announced. 

Good harbors in that part of the coast line are 
not numerous, but Mr. Hill has long had one in 
mind: whose development under John Stevens, 
former Panama engineer, will effect great changes 
iy the transportation of the Northwest. Down 
the windings of the Willamette and Columbia 
rivers from Prrtland to the ocean is 120 miles. 
To touch at Portland, accordingly, a steamship 
erriving at the mouth of the Columbia must in- 
crease its mileage by 240 miles, one half of 
which is against the current. But on a line 
drawn directly west from Portland, it is distant 
from the Pacific by only about fifty or sixty 
miles, and the line ends at the fine, commodious 
Tillamook iniet, which only needs deepening. 
With the completion of the railroad from Port- 
land te Tillamook, the construction of gigantic

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MISSOURBI’S MEDIEVALISM. 

Corporal punishment in the prison of North 

Carolina has been forbidden by the State Supreme 
Court.’ Chief Justice Clark, in the opinion of the 
court citing the abolition of flogging In armies 
and navies and in civilized lands, sums up the 
Court’s conclusion in a paragraph that should 
be nailed on the doors of every penitentiary: 

In view of the enlightenment of this age 
and the progress which has been made in 
prison discipline, we have no difficulty in 
coming to the conclusion that corporal pun- 
ishment by flogging is not reasonable and 
cannot be sustained. That which degrades 
and embrutes a man cannot be either neces- 


sary or reasonable. 
In the Missouri Penitentiary after flogging was 


abolished by statute it was inflicted on the help- 
less prisoners by lawless and brutal guards with 
the approval of the Warden. 

In the Missouri Penitentiary, with the approval 
of the Warden and the prison inspectors, men are 
strung up by the wrists for failing to do the 
amount of work demanded of them by greedy 
prison contractors and to force them to confess 
violation of rules and to inform on their fellow 
convicts. 

Shall the brutal practices of the dark ages per- 
sist within the borders of Missouri? Shall there 
not be enlightenment and progress in prison dis- 
cipline in this State? 
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A SARTORIAL CRISIS. 


Incident to Parsifal, which will be sung Thurs- 
day afternoon and evening with an intermission 
for dinner, a grave sartorial question has arisen, 
notwithstanding the Grand Opera Committee’s 
edict that evening dress should be worn in the 
afternoon.

Two charge offenses under the Mann act cov- 
ering misconduct which for more than 130 years 
was supposed to appertain exclusively to the State 
jurisdiction. One charges the amazing crime of 
petty larceny on a Government reservation. Five 
charge a violation of the oleomargarine law and | 
one charges the renting of a house to violators of 
the oleomargarine law. This leaves 22 indictments 
for offenses having a distinctive Federal quality 
us the Federal quality has heretofore been under- 
stood, but even of these a large proportion charge 
offenses against property which were punished by 
State courts until the great enlargement by con- 
struction of late years of the postal laws. 

If present tendencies continue, how long will it 
be before “interstate disorderly conduct” will be 
added to the offenses tried in our busy Federal 
police courts?

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A ROCKEFELLER MISTAKE. 


The testimony of John D. Rockefeller before the 
House Mines Committee, to the effect that, while 
the Rockefeller employes were engaged in what 
amounted to civil war in the Colorado coal fields, 
he was content to act the part of an absentee em- 
ployer, suggests a question. Which set of men— 
the Sunday-school class he so zealously and effi- 
ciently teaches, or the men in Colorado who earn 
Rockefeller dividends, should be of most interest 
to the Rockefellers? 

It is a remarkable spectacle. Ten thousand 
horny handed miners battling for what they think 
are their rights, away off in Colorado. And their 
employers—those who profit most from their 
labor—willing to stay in far away New York, 
leaving everything to ‘‘trusted managers,” al- 
though the results of such a course invol¥e star- 
vation, anarchy and bloodshed. 

It is probable that John D. Junior would have 
been mildly shocked had someone suggested to 
him that his whole duty to his Sunday-school 
class would be performed if he should put the 
students in charge of “trusted” teachers and ab- 
sent himself from the class rooms. That point of 
view would not have appealed to him, simply be- 
cause he had come to know these young men per- 
sonally, through contact with them Sunday after 
Sunday. They were real to him. They easily ex- 
cited his sympathies. 

But the thousands of men, women and children, 
away in Colorado, of similar flesh and blood, ap- 
peared to him unreal and negligible. “Out of sight, 
out of mind.” Absentee treatment was good 
enough for them. 

Absentee employers, like absentee landlords, 
represent a wrong principle and disastrous re- 
sults. The only employer who may be excused 
from personal responsibility for his employes is 
the man whose physical condition disables him 
from keeping in touch with them. And when mis- 
fortune overtakes thousands of men. no matter 
who may be at fault, society will expect some bet- 
ter excuse from employers and profit-takers than

UDGE ADVOCATES 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS 
AS SOCIAL CENTERS 


Thomas !) C, Hennings Urges 
Structures Should Be Opened 
for Amusement and Recre- 
ation. 


COST WOULD BE NOMINAL 


Head of Juvenile Court Believes 
Move Would Keep Children 
Out of Mischief. 


The opening of St. Louis’ public 


school buildings as ‘“‘community social 


centers’ for the educational welfare of 
the public at large was strongly advo- 
cated vesterday by Circuit Judge 
Thomas C. Hennings, also acting Judge 
of the Juvenile Court, in an interview 
with a Post-Dispatch reporter. He said 
he would urge the School Patrons’ 

Association to take up the subject with 
the Board of Education. 

Judge Hennings said the time was ripe 
for a realization of the plan, particu- 
larly because it had received support 
and indorsement from Edward 4A. 
Raithel, president of the board, in an 
address delivered before the Civie 
league last Thursday. Raithel declared 
it was wrong to use the magnificent 
school buildings of the city only five 
hourse a day, five days a week, during 
but nine months of the year. He urged 
that they be opened during evenings for 
neighborhood gatherings, moving pic- 
ture shows and lectures. The cost, he 
said, would be nominal. 

Says Women Will Vote Here, 

Judge Hennings, who has advocated 
the plan for several vears, declared his 
epinion that it would result in a great 
decrease in the delinquency of school 
children. A manufacturing concern that 
allowed plants worth $25,000,000 to lie 
idle most of the time would place itself 
in a ridiculous light, he said. 

“Our school buildings should be used 
for religious, political, educational and 
“ummusetnent purposes for the benefit of 
men, women and children of the com- 
munity at large,’’ he declared. ‘‘They 
should be utilized as community social 
centers, and, as such, wquld bring about 
a closer bond between cittgens. Soon 
women will vote in Missouri, and what 
better place is there for their gather- 
ings than our schoo] buildings?’’ 

Will Keep Children Moral. 

Judge Hennings snid Rochester, N. 
Y., had adopted the plan with great 
success. He said smoking rooms for 
men, gymnasiums fer bovs and girls, 
reading rooms, nurseries and even 
a culinary department for women 
could be easily established in school 
buildings, to brine citizens of 
a community together om common 
Zround and make more democratic 
conditions. It would keep boys out 
of poolrooms and girls away from 
dance halls, he declared. 

Some children have to be taught to 
play, he said, and for that reason the 
schools should have a supervisor of 
recreation. Children, he said, should 
have all the recreation and pleasure 
they can obtain, ’ 

Judge Hennings ‘3 of the opinion 
the schools could be kept open 
throughout the vear as community 
social centers at a sost of $50,000. and 
suggested that some plan might later 
be devised to substantially decrease 
that figure. 

Judge Henning will enter into the 
subject fully in an address before the 
School Patrons’ Association at the 
Planters Hotel, Anril 26.

More than 18,000 students 
were enrolled—10,00 more than the 
enroliment of 1913. The average 
nightly attendance exceeded 8000 and 
304 teachers were employed. Five 
new schools, including two high 
schools, were opened to accommodate 
the increased attendance, making a 
total of 19 schools, consisting of five 
high schools ani 14 grammar 
schools. 

The Board of Education, in an an- 
nouncement yesterday, said a number 
of reasons contributed to make this 
the most successful year in the his- 
tory of night schools as far as en- 
roliment is concerned. Free tuition, 
books and supplies were great incen- 
tives to take up the work, while 
employers of labor were largely in- 
strumental in encouruging employes 
to improve themselves by acquaint- 
ing them of the opportunities and 
advantages awaiting them if they 
would study. 

New Subjects Taken Up. 

Wherever a sufficient demand was 
made for tnatruction in certain sub- 
jects new classes were formed. 
Where 20 or more students agreed 
to take up a study a class was 
formed. By this method classes were 
started in automobile and carriage 
designing in Central High School. 
Although these clagses were started 
late in the year, more than 60 were 
in uttendance each night. In addi- 
tion to new studies, classes in choral 
singing were also organized in all the 
high schools. 

Instruction in physical training was 
extended to -include eight different 
schools. Nearly 1000 men and women 
took advantage of the opportunity for 
recreatién and to learn to care for their 
physical well being. Separate gsymna- 
siums were prawces for men and 
women.

Ruling That Applicant Must 
Have Served Half of Term 
Is Knocked Out. 


| By Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 11-——By 
a decision today of the State Supreme 
Court, Abraham Reuf, formerly a po- 
litical leader in San Francisco, who is 
serving 14 years in the State Peni- 
tentiary at San Quentin under convic- 
tion of having accepted bribes, be- 
comes eligible for immediate. parole. 
The decision, however, although mak- 
ing it mandatory that his application 
be considered by the State Board of 
Prison Directors, in no way directs 
them to grant it. 

A persistent campaign in behalf of 
euf has been waged by Fremont 
Cider, managing editor of thé San 
Francisco Bulletin, who was one of 
the foremost among those to expose 
Reuf and press his prosecution. Al- 
though only one of many indicted in 
the notorious San Francisco graft 
scandal, Reuf alone was convicted and 
it has since been argued in his behalf 
that to keep him in jail, while his al- 
leged associates walk free, is an in- 
justice. 

Since the law establishing paroles 
went into effect, the board of prison 
directors has ruled that no applica- 
tion would be considered by it until 
the applicant had served at least one- 
half his net term. The court held to- 
day that this regulation is in violation 
of the statute and that any prisoner 
becomes eligible to apply for parole 
after he has served one year. Reuf 
has already served a little more than 
three years. 

This construction of the stgtute 
also makes eligible John J. McNamara, 
former secretary of the International 
Brotherhood of Bridge and Structural 
Ironworkers, convicted in Los Angeles 
of an attempt to dynamite the plant 
of the Llewellyn Iron Works. - His 
brother, James B. McNamara, who 
wrecked the Los Angeles Times’ 
building with a loss of 21 lives; was 
sentenced to San Quentin for life and 
is not eligible for parole.

Parents Take View That Senior 
Daughters Were Greatly Pro- 
voked by Freshmen Party. 


EXONERATED BY SCHOOL 


Defendants Assert Treatment 
Not More Rough Than Usual 
in “‘Ladies’ Hall.”

TERRE HAUTE, Ind, April 11L—- 


George I. Kisner, father of Esther Kis- 
ner, a lawyer and politician of this city, 
with the fathers of the six other 
Uni- 


met 


versity who have been sued for $7000 by 
Miss Mabel Rogers, whom they hazed, 
and all decided to make a strenuous de- 
fense. They employed State Senator 
William A. Wood of Lafayette, as chief 


counsel]. 

Kisner says the girls admit that, per- 
haps, the plaintiff was handled roughly, 
but no more so than often is the gase 
in the girls’ dormitory—Ladies Hall, it is 


called—but the defense will try to show 
great provocation. 

Miss Rogers was giving a fudge party 
and complaint was made of the noise 
the party was making. Miss Rogers was 
asked repeatedly to stop the noise be- 
cause it disturbed students who wers 
studying. 

Finally the seven young women went 
to her room, took her out, tore off her 
kimono and doused her in a tub of 
water. She says this last ill-use caused 
hysteria and perhaps has permanently 
injured her eyes. Physicians say that 
Miss Rogers had to remain in a dark 
room for many days on account of her 
eyesight, and they also say she never 
will be strong again. 

Some Girls Standing by Her. 

Miss Rogers is back in school. She 
says, “Some of the girls are not as nice 
to me as they might be, but a great 
many of them are standing by me.”’ 

She adds she has no feeling of anger 
toward the hazers but her only desire is 
that she be recompensed, and this be- 
cause she believes her earning capacity 
has been decreased by reason of the 
physical disability resulting from thea 
hazing. She says she is the only sup- 
port of her mother; that she had taught 
school four years to save enough money 
to take the domestic science course at 
Purdue that she might earn a larger sal- 
ary in that department of the public 
school system. 

“It was no college prank,” said she. 
“because a prank would not have ren- 
dered me unconscious and sent me toa 
hospital for weeks. It. happened this 
way: Thirty girls live at Ladies Hall. 
The seniors live on the second floor 
and the freshmen, of whom I am one, 
live on the floor above. Jan. 22 we were 
having a fudge party and the seniors 
ordered us to be quiet, and when we 
did not comply, for we were having lots 
of fun, the seven came after me. They 
not only tore off my kimono but they 
poured red ink and mucilage over me 
and they pricked me with pins. The 
more I resisted the worse I was treated 
and finally fainted.”’ 

Faculty Exonerated Girls. 

President W. E. Stone says the facults 
made an investigation and considerea 
the motive for the action by the seniors. 
The girls evidently intended to play a 
prank, he said, and the serious results 
were accidental. For that reason the 
faculty exonerated the girls. The uni- 
versity president regards the damage 
suit as a private affair between the girls 
and Miss Rogers. 

Purdue is a State supported institution. 
Within a year a young man was kille’ 
in a clags ‘‘rush,’’ and for a number o*% 
years “‘pranks’’ have gone so far as to 
attract attention over the State. Thera 
has been a resultant hostile sentiment 
which probably means a Legislative in- 
vestigation next winter. 

The student periodical, 
says: 

“The whole affair seems to be un- 
called for, and if there is any good at- 
tached to the incident, it will be the 
impetus for the abolition of such treat- 
ment of freshmen. Every man and 
woman at Purdue regrets the affair.”’ 

Attorney Kisner says the students do 
not treat it as seriously as i¢ reads. 
He says the students are jocular about 
it and that when the name of one of the 
girls was called in class and she was 
absent. a student responded: “In jail,” 
whereat the laughter nearly spoiled the 
recitation,

Claim Exemptions by Re- 
moval of Residences. 


BUSCH FILED IN COUNTY 


Union Electric Franchise Assess- 
ment Reduced $1,000,000; 
Must Pay City Tax. 


A reduction of more than $2,000,000 in 
personal property assessments for 1914 
py the City Board of Equalization, 
which adjourned yesterday, is charged 
mainly to the claims of John Scullin, 
John I. Beggs and other wealthy former 
st. Loulsans who have established legal 
residences elsewhere, and to the unique 
exemption from taxes of $732,640 of per- 
sonality listed in the estate of the late 
Alanson TP. Brown, millionaire shoe 
manufacturer. 

The board also shaved $1,095,000' from 
the franchise assessments of electric 
companies, $1,000,000 of which was de- 
ducted from the $5,900,000 valuation put 
upon the franchise of the Union Elec- 
tric Light and Power Co. in 1913 and 
previous years. 

The board, however, ruled that the 
city tax rate, estimated this year at 
$L.58 om the $100, must be paid under 
these franchise assessments, for the 
first time since 1901, when the franchise 
tax law was enacted by the Missouri 
Legislature. The Union Electric com- 
Sany must pay the city $60,400 in taxes 
at the rate of $151 this year, which it 
has been escaping for 11 years by a rul- 
ing of an Equalization Board in 1902, 
contrary to the opinion given at that 
time by City Counselor Charles W. 
Bates. The present action Is taken on a 
ruling given to the present board by 
City Counselor William FE. Baird. 


Head Enjoyed an Exemption. 
The Union Electric company and other 
companies had been exempted from 
paying the city taxes on franchise as- 
aessments because they pay 5 per cent 
#f their gross earnings to the city un- 
der a franchise agreement. The 6 per 
cent payments to the city are charged 
to the consumers in the rates fixed by 
the company and were allowed by the 
3t. Louls Public Service Commission in 
addition to a-fair profit on property in- 
vestment. 
In 1918 the Union Electric company 
paid $39,500 to the State and the School 
™ard on their joint tax rate of 79 cents 
@ the $100, and should have paid $71,500 
te the city at the old rate of $1.18 on 
its $5,000,000 franchise assessment. 

No explanation was given by the board 
fe- discussing the Union Electric assess- 
mcnt $1,000,000. Officials of the company 
protested against the ruling of the 1914 
board and threatened to resist the tax 
bill in court, but made~no plea for a 
reduction of the $8,000,000 franchise val- 
uation. The Phoenix Light, Heat & 
Power Co., the electric subsidiary of 
the Laclede Gaslight Co., was assessed 
this year at $500,000 on its franchise, 
the same as last year, and compelled to 

y taxes to the city, Dut did not pro- 
test. 

Scullin Claims Exemption. 

John Scullin, who built the first elec- 
tric lines in St. Louls, and was a pio- 
neer in the field among American trac- 
tion magnates, made affidavit to the 
beard this year that he has changed his 
legal residence to St. Larwrence County, 
NM Y., where he is registered and has 
voted. He claimed exemption on $300,- 
00 of securities which the board at- 
tempted to assess, but voluntarily agreed 
to pay personal taxes on $3000, the value 
of his household property in the old 
Scullin mansion on South Broadway, 
and his office fixtures and a 7-year-old 
automobile. The board exempted him 
from the $300,000 assessment, and he is 
listed for $3000 personalty.

Misses Craig of Springfield, Mo., 
Avert All Threatened Prose- 
cution Except One Charge.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., April , 11.—The 


sacrifice of their beautiful home on 
East Elm street, in the most fashiona- 
ble part of the city and the surrender 
of business property and notes, all of 
the value of more than $10,000, by Misses 
Virginia and Ellen Craig, daughters of 
S$. L. Craig, whose loan and rental dis- 
crepancies recently involyed him to the 
extent of more than $20,000, is expected 
to be the closing chapter of the story 
of the financial reverses -of their fa- 
ther. 

The disclosures were brought about 
by former Judge R. L. Goode of Bt. 
Louis, for thom Craig was confiden- 
tial agent in the loan of large sums. It 
is claimed that Goode will be the heavi- 
est loser when the settlement of the 
estate is made by a special trustee 
who has been appointed by the parties 
involved in the losses. 

In deference to the wishes of the 
family and on account of the near col- 
lapse of Craig, who is past 7 years 
of age, practically every claimant 
against the Craig estate has refused 
either to appear in court to prosecute 
him or to give evidence of importance 
when summoned before the grand jury. 

One Charge Against Him. 

Craig was indicted, nowever, on one 
chargs preferred by Mrs. Margaret 
Rutherford, who caused his arrest on a 
charge of embezzlement. 

That the majority of claims against 
the loan agent have been settled out of 
court and that the surrender of the 
family home and other property held in 
the name of the two girls will be suf- 
ficient to wipe out or pay a large per 
cent of the outstanding indebtedness, is 
asserted by attorneys for Craig. 

It was announced yesterday that 
the creditors and members of the 
Craig family had agreed to the ap- 
pointment of G. W. Goad as trustee 
for the estate and that all property 
of the family would be placed in @ 
common fund for distribution among 
the claimants. Settlements already 
have been made with reveral holders 
of small claims. 


Daughter Accomganies ong 
Since the investigation into his af- 


fair was begun, Craig has been on 
the verge of a collapse. His repeated 
statement to members of his family 
that he wished he was dead caused 
them to keep a constant watch on 
him. When he was able to leave the 
home he was accompanied to his office 
by his older daughter, who returned 
from Chicago, where she was taking 
a special course to fit her for teach- 
ing work at the State Normal School, 
The two young women havé assisted 
their father’s attorneys in averting 
court actions against Craig. 

Miss Ellen Craig is a teacher at the 
Springfield High School. She is @ 
graduate of Drury College and of 
the State Normal School. Miss Vir- 
ginia J. Craig, the ol¢er sister, is a 
teacher at the normal, but has been 
granted a leave of absence for special 
work. She is a graduate of Drury, of 
Washington University with the class 
of 1906 and.has a degree of Ph. D.

ARNOLD LEADS 
T0 PITTSBURG 


Prosecutor Convinced Missing 
New York Girl Was in 
Hospital There. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April 11.—Dorothy 
Arnold, I am strongly inclined to be- 
lieve, came to this city after she disap- 
peared from New York. But, so far, I 
have only the statement of Dr. H. E. 
Lutz and another physician, an officer 
in the County Medical Society, who has 
repeated what a woman patient, who 
was treated in the Bellevue Hospital 
raided by men, told him. 

District Attorney R. H. Jackson made 
this statement this evening after the 
body of a woman, who was buried un- 
der the name of Daisy Davis, on a cer- 
tificate signed by Dr. C. C. Meredith, the 
alleged owner of the Bellevue Hospital, 
was identified by N. L. Baxter of Hope- 
dale, O., as his sister, Mrs. Myrtle Al- 
lison, who vanished like Dorothy Ar- 
nold from her home on March 18, 1913. 

The woman’s body was found in a 
grave in the United Cemeteries, five 
miles from this city. Quick lime had 
been strewn about the torso and her 
head so that identification was made 
difficult, but her brother pointed to 
teeth as he told the officials that he 
was positive he had found his sister. 

Maun Identifies His Sister. 

“There is no mistake about this 
identification,” Mr. Baxter said. “That 
is my sister. I searched for her for 
almost a year just like every one 
searched for Dorothy Arnold, but it 
was only by chance that I learned 
she had gone to Dr. Meredith for 
surgical aid. She was always a 
healthy woman and I never believed 
she had died; but I was determined 
tu follow every clew.”’ 

District Attorney Jackson was 
amazed for atime at a statement 
made to him, he said, by a close 
friend of a man -who is acquainted 
with the Arnold family, that Dorothy 
had been taken to her home in New 
York in a taxicab on the verge of 
collapse several weeks ago and that 
she is now there and dangerously ill. 

He was informed by a reporter that 
such a story had been circulated about 
New York, but that Mr. Arnold had 
given his denial to it and had invited 
newspaper men to search the Manhat- 
tan house this afternoon, 

“The story only came to me as a 
rumor or tip from a man who claimed 
to know because of his connections, as 
an attorney, with a friend of the family, 
Mr. Jackson said. “I then supposed 
that Miss Arnold, after her trip to Pitts- 
burg, had abided her time to go back 
home.”’ 

Investigation to Oontinue. 

“Not being familiar with the Arnold 
case, I mentioned that I had received 
such a-tip but did not intend that it 
should be circulated as a fact. I surely 
did not intend any injury to the feelings 
of the Arnold family as I sympathize 
with them over the disappearance of the 
young woman. 

“The revelation that one woman was 
buried from the private hospital in 
Bellevue under a fictitious name is, I 
believe, of sufficient importance, coupled 
with the statement of Doctor Lutz and 
the physician for whom I can vouch 
but whose name I do not care to make 
public at present, to continue the investi- 
gation of the disappearance of Miss 
Arnold so far as the jurisdiction of this 
county is concerned.” ’ 

Story Comes From Dector. 

Dr. Lutz, who made affidavit that 
Dr. C. C. Meredith, a well-known physi- 
clan in a Fifth avenué mercantile 
building, who was ousted from the 
County Medical Society five years ago, 
had told him Miss Arnold was traced 
as far as his office, has assured the 
District Attorney that he will be a State 
witness in the case pending against the 
alleged owner of the private hospital. 

“T cannot understand that Dr. Lutz 
had any reason to lie so far as the story 
of Miss Arnold was concerned,” the 
District Attorney said today. “The 
subject of the New York girl was not 
even suggested to him. He made it a 
part of his statement and perfectly voi- 
untary. 

“T am relying in my belief that Miss 
Arnold was here considerably on the 
statement made to me by the loca) 
physician, who is more worthy of be- 
lief than anyone I know, that his pa- 
tient, who was confined in the Bellevue 
Hospital, was told by the nurse in 
charge of her that Miss Arnold was a 
patient at the time she was there. If 
that can be proved, then I believe we 
will have something more tangible to 
work on.”’ . . 


Search of Arn®ld Home Fails te 
Reveal Dorothy. 

NEW YORK, April 11.—Sensational re- 
ports from Pittaburg that Dorothy Ar- 
noldé, who disappeared mysteriously 
three years ago, had returned and was 
dying at her home were set at rest this 
afternoon by the girl’s father, who con- 
ducted a score of reporters through the 
house. 

There was nothing about the home to 
indicate that the young Woman was 
present or that she had been for a long 
time. 

“Thig is the first time,” said Fran- 
cis R. Arnold, father of Dorothy, “that 
I have permitted my house to be 
searched. I am doing so now because 
I want the public to know she is not 
here. I have not seen her since the 
day of her disappearance and have not 
heard a word from her directly nor tn- 
directly.”” Mr. Arnold was told that Miss 
Lucy Orr, one of the hurses at the 
Methodist sanitarium, had declared Mies 
Arnold was a patient there, and re- 
turned to New York. He said. 

“T have met this young woman,” Mr. 
Keith answered. ‘‘A short time after 
Dorothy’s disappearance, I received a 
communication from her to the effect 
that Miss Arnold was in Pittsburg 
and I hastened to that city. I found 
the report to be false. My investiga- 
tion provéd conclusively that Miss Ar- 
nold had never been in Pittsburg. 

“If my daughter returns, I shall be 
the first one to let the public know.”

IRISH CARDINAL 
FEARS HOME RULE 
MAY BE MODIFIED 


Says Protestants Object to 
Losing Monopoly of All 
the Good’ Things. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispateh. 
BELFAST, April 11.— Cardinal 
Logué, the Roman Catholic Primate 
of Ireland, today consented to give 
the Post-Dispatch a brief interview 
upon the home rule controversy. 


His Eminence was traveling from 
Dundalk to his palace at Armagh 
when he recéived the reporter. 


“I nevér interfere in political mat- 
ters,” said the Cardinal, “but I will 
say that in my opinion the Irish peo- 
ple, with the exception of some of 
them in the Northeast, are enthusi- 
astic for home rule, and not. as is 
so often said, indifferent at heart. 

“I do not believe the Protestants 
really fear religious discrimination 
under the operation of home rule. 
They are afraid, howevér, or losing 
their long standing monopoly of the 
good things of this country. If they 
have any real fear of unjust religious 
discrimination undér home rule gov- 
ernment there is no reason for such 
fear, 

“But the people in the Northeast 
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fare making so strong a fight against 


the passage of the home rule bill 
that I am afraid it will result in al- 
terations which will destroy its work- 
ing value.” 

The reporter then called the Car- 
dinal’s attention to some bitter crit- 
iciam in Ireland, which a widely cir- 
culated Orange pamphiet attributed 
to Cardinal Logue without giving 
reference to date, place or manner in 
which the criticisms were made. 

“I do not recall ever having criti- 
cized the United Irish League,” re- 
plied the Cardinal. “I do not inter- 
fere in such political matters. 

“Fifteen years ago, in connection 
with a row some young fellows 
stirred up, I criticized the Ancient 
Ordér of Hibernians. It was purely 
a parochial affair, but I understand 
it is now quoted in a manner to give 
it national significance,” Phrases al- 
leged to have been used by Cardinal 
Logue in connection with the United 
Irish League were “a pest, a cruel 
tyranny, an organized system of 
blackguardism.” 

No one at the Union League of 
Belfast could téll where and wnaen 
the Cardinal was supposed to have 
made thése criticisms of the United 
Irish League and in other literature 
distributed by this organization these 
words were quoted as being directed 
against the Ancient Order of Hiber- 
nians and only tn regard to a local 
matter.

DOWNTOWN BANG 
OF ART MUSEUM 


Lorado Taft of Chicago Asserts 
Present Location Is Inaccess- 
ible to Out-of-Town Visitors. 


RIVER FRONT NEGLECTED 


Believes It Should Be Improved 
With Drive; Will Address 
City Club Tomorrow. 


The establishment of a branch Munici- 
pal Art Museum in the downtown sec- 
tion of St. Louis was suggested yester- 
day by Lorado Taft, Chicago sculptor 
who eame here to act as one of the 
judges of the art exhibit at the Artists’ 
Guild. 

“You have made a sort of temple of 
your art museum here,” said Taft. “A 
visit to it is a pilgrimage attendgd by 
inconvenience and difficulties because of 
the lack of transportation facilities. 

‘‘4 downtown art museum is a good 
aeset for any city. Chicago can testify 
to this Her museum is within easy 
reach of the business center and the 
annual attendance is greater than at 
the Metropolitan Museum of New York. 
“I fear that few casual visitors to St. 
Louis have an opportunity to see the 
splendid treasures of painting and sculp- 
ture which you have here. 


Favors Car Line in Park. 
“T have visited your museum several 
times. It seems to me that the ravine 
directly behind it would afford an ideal 
right of way for trolley cars. I know 
there is a sentiment against permitting 
street cars in public parks, but I have 
never been in sympathy with this view- 
point. A trolley line through the ravine 
back of your art museum would be so 
depressed and concealed that it would 
in no way mar the beauty of the park. 
‘But even though the facilities for 
reaching the museum: should be im- 
proved there would still be the need for 
a branch museum in the downtown dis- 
trict. 
“The main museum could be drawa 
upon to provide exhibits for the branch 
and these could be changed from time 
to time. In some cities the Public 
Library is used as a branch art museum, 
but a separate building exclusively de- 
voted to the exhibition of painting and 
sculpture would be preferable.” 
Taft will deliver an address at the 
City Club tomorrow, nis subject being 
Nunicipal Art. Monday evening he will 
give an illustrated lecture before the Art 
League at Sheldon Memorial Hall on 
recent tendencies in art: 
When asked whether he would touch 
on the recent controversy among artists 
and laymen as to the merits of Mis: 
Nancy Coonsman’s design for a fountain 
in Public Library square, Taft said he 
had no intention of taking part in tha: 
discussion, though his lecture tomorrow 
night would show that the nude in sculp- 
ture is greatly admired in many Euro- 
pean cities. : 

“I know Miss Coonsman is a very 
gifted artist,” he said. “Iam quite sure 
she would not consciously do anything 
that would be objectionable. Perhaps 
we artists have our own point of view 
on these subjects. Sentiment is differ- 


_jent in different communities. 


Weould Improve River Front. 
* Sculptor Taft believes that if the ex- 
ample of many European cities were 


“ifoellowed St. Louis could make a great 


improvement in its river front. 

“One striking difference between 
American and European cities is that 
in Europe a city. which is on a river 
spares no expense to beautify its water 
front without losing sight of utility.’’ 
he said. 

“The usual plan is to build an ele- 
vated boulevard above the levee. This 
provides a double-deck water front 
with the traffic below and parks and 
pleasure drives above. 

“The St. Louis river front would read. 
ily lend itself to such a scheme of beau- 
tification because of the steep grade 
leading to the river. The boulevar.i 
parkway could be built straight out 
from the top of this grade with Uttle 
or no alteration in the present levee 
where the city’s river commerce is 
handled.”

Richard C. Travers, a well-known 
moving picture actor, has arranged « 
unique motor car pleasure vehicle and 
incidentally created a great deal of ex- 
citement during the recent cold spell in 
Chicago with his Overland car, which 
he had redesigned ‘and reconstructed 
until it was a sort of combined aero- 
plane-iceboat. 

Having lived many years within the 
Arctic Circle, Travers naturally turned 
to cold weather sports while in the 
western metropolis. The long stretches 
of ice on Lake Michigan attracted him. 
and after much study of his motor car 
and mechanical contrivances for cross- 
eountry travel, he evolved what he 
christened the “Overlandseaski.’’ The 
wheels had been removed from the car 
and their places taken by a pair of 
specially constructed skis. A special 
train of gears connected the drive-shaft 
to an aeroplane propeller mounted above 
the rear seat. 

When the engine was started this pro- 
peller was tufned at great speed and the 
reconstructed car was driven across the 
ice faster than it had ever been run on 
land. Travers entertained many of his 
friends with dashes up and down the 
lake shore, and the _ strange-looking 
“Overlandseaski’’ became the most pop- 
ular vehicle in Chicago.

He said 
that to pay $700,000 for old masters, even 
a Raphael, was little short of a crime, 
and that an art museum should not bea 
mausoleum. 

75 Entered Competition. 

The exhibition was open to painters 
and sculptors of St. Louis and vicinity. 
Seventy-five artists entered the com- 
petition, but only 5© were selected, 2 
of whom were Guild members. Every 
artist member of the Guild was eligible 
to compete, but could not serve on the 
jury of awards. Out of a total of 10

Biederman Gives Bond. 

The indictment against the Davidson 
company charges that it filed a claim 
for $428.90 for fruit it alleged was dam- 
aged, when, it is alleged, the fruit was 
not damaged and was sold by the com- 
pany at full price. 

Biederman was placed under arrest 
and gave a 52000 bond. The penalty for 
an individual who violates the statute 
under which the indictment is drawn 
is imprisonment in the penitentiary for 
not more than two years or a fine of 
not more than $5000. The penalty for 
violation by a corporation is a fine of 
not more than $5000. 

The investigation was begun by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission in 
connection with the appeal of the rail- 
roads for permission to increase freight 
rates. The commission found that the 
railroads were paying several million 
dollars a year for preperty damaged in 
transit. 

Commission Investigates. 

Acting on the theory that the ameunt 
was entirely too high, the commission 
decided to investigate many claims, 
holding that if the railroads did not 
have to pay out excessive amounts they 
would make a better financial showing} 
and the public would reap the benefit 
by lower rates. 

Assistant District Attorney Hall was 
aided in the preparation of the case by 
Edward E. Gann, an attorney for the 
commission.

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HE WAS “HANGED 
32 YEARS AGO 


Robber and One of Victims Meet 
in Card Game Here After 
Many Years. 


DECLARED DEAD, REVIVES 
Vigilantes in Kansas Town 


“Strung Up” Two Highway- 
men, Then Let Them Go. 


J. B. Hibbard, proprietor of the 
Hibbard Hotel, 417 Morgan street, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter yester- 
day a story which he has never be- 
fore told for publication, of a rob- 
bery in Wichita, Kan., 32 years ago 
in the border days of that town and 
the strange denonement more than 
a quarter of a century later.. 

The hotel proprietor said he“ was 
playing a sociable game of cards 
some time ago when one of the play- 
ers, who called himself George. Rice, 
and whom Hibbard described as tall 
and lean, inquired: 

“Hibbard, were you ever in Wichita, 
Kan. ?” 

“Yes,” said Hibbard. 

“Well, I was hanged in Wichita in 
1882 for robbing a rooming house 
with a pal,” Rice said. 

“And by George, I was one of the 
men whom you robbed. I never have 
got my silver watch, with the goat’s 
head engraved on it, back,” said Hib- 
bard. 

“And you never will, either,” said 
Rice. Then he told the crowd the 
story of the robbery, of his hanging, 
at the hands of vigilantes, and the 
subsequent results.. Hibbard makes 
the story public now because he has 
just learned that Rice died recently. 

Rice, and a fellow lather who was 
the opposite of Rice in figure, being 
short and fat, had robbed the house 
while the guests slept, as Rice told 
the story to the interested card play- 
ers. To avoid suspicion, they claimed 
next morning to have also been 
robbed.. But,during the night they 
had taken the loot, over $1400, with 
many pieces of jewelry, and hidden it 
in an old stationery engine on tbe 
edge of. town, 

Despite their protests, suspicion 
was directed toward them. Justice 
did not wait on courts in the border 
communities of that day, and in the 
afternoon a party of vigilantes cap- 
tured them, and took them to the 
jail. 


Tried in Jail. 
Previous to their arrest the two 


men had agreed that if caught they 
would insist on their innocence, as 
that was their only hope of life. 

Inside the jail a long grass-rope 
was thrown over a crow bar which 
was placed on two cross pieces about 
ten feet from the ground. 

“Guilty or not guilty?’ the vigilantes 
asked. 

“Not guilty,” they answered. 

“All right,’’ the leader of the vigilan- 
tes said. ‘“‘Up goes the fat man first.’’ 
And “‘up’”’ he went. The rope was ad- 
justed, and they lifted him on their 
shoulders, and while he kicked and 
squirmed, launched him in the air. 
After a few minutes he was pronounced 
dead and taken down, while the rope 
was being adjusted for Rice. 

Rice noticed that his companion’s fect 
were twitching and he resolved that he 
would not kick or move after he was 
taken down, if he could avoid it by con- 
centrating his mind on it before he was 
unconscious. 

“Well, your partner admitted the rob- 
bery,”’ one of the vigilantes said as he 
approached Rice. 

“If he did, he died with a lie on his 
lips,” Rice answered. ‘“‘We are inno- 
cent, and I will die with no lie on my 
lips.”’ 

“All right, up you go,” was the reply. 

Just before he became unconscious he 
thought: ‘I mustn’t move, or they. will 
hang me again to make sure.”’ 

After a few minutes he was taken 
down and placed beside his companion. 
Then he revived and accidentally moved. 

“‘He’s kicking, he’s aflive,’’ the leader 
of the vigilantes said. 

“Let's put him up again.” 

Then another of the vigilantes said: 

“This man has been hanged enough. 
Let's let ’em go.” 

After much parleying, one of the 
party asked: 

“If we let you two men loose, will 
you get out of town?” Rice’s com- 
panion, still rubbing his neck, said: 
“Say men, we are innocent. But will 
go. You bet we will.” 

And they did. 

They left town in the direction of 
the old stationery engine in which 
they had concealed their loot. When 
they neared it, Rice looked at his 
companion who was wabbling along, 
and said to him: 

“Fatty, let's go over there and get 
that money before we depart.” 
“Say, don’t you know that they are 
watching us?’ his companion an- 
swered. “Ain't one hanging enough 
for you? I’ve been hanged once to- 
day, and that’s enough.” 

And so they left without the loot. 
“Did you ever go back and get that 
money, and my silver watch with 
the goat's head engraved on it?” 
Hibbard asked, when Rice ended his 
story. 

“You bet I did,” Rice said, “I went 
back five years later, and met a farm- 
er near the spot where the old en- 
gine stood, 

“*Pardon me, sir,’ I said, ‘but didn’t 
an old engine stand there, several 
years ago” 

“*Yes, and there is a peculiar {n- 
cldent about that old engine, too,’ 
the farmer sald. ‘Several years agro 
& peddler came along. and bought the 
old thing for junk for $4.50. When 
he broke ft up he found $1400 tn 
money, and a lot of watches and jew- 
elry tn it.’”

As Hammond was a close friend and adviser of Cecil 
Rhodes and was once under sentence of death after the 
Jameson raid, Yeatman was in the heart of the stirring 
events which were then making history in Africa. 

Yeatman remained in the Rand, the gold field at Jo- 
hannesburg, for 10 years. Then he returned to the 
United States, in 1904, so that his three children could 
be educated at home. He engaged in private practice 
for two years. Then he was chosen by the Guggen- 
heims to succeed Hammond as their consu'ting engineer. 
The reason Yeatman was picked for this position, with 
the responsibility for the gain or loss of millions of 
dollars dependent upon his single judgment, is told by 
a Guggenheim representative:

Goat's Milk s Safer 
Than Cow’s. 


HAT many diseases are spreac by 
milk is a fact on which phy- 
sicians are agreed. But they 
differ widely as to how the milk 

shall be made pure. Of course the ideal 
method is to insure the cleanliness of the 
dairy farms, the health of the cows and 
the sanitary condition of the pails, cans 
and botttes in which the milk is placed. 
But this is both difficult and expensive. 
Many vhysicians urge the pasteuri- 
zation of the milk, that is to say, its 
heating to 110 degrees F., and its Seing 
kept at that tenyerature for hali an 
hour. Others say that this destroys the 
food value of the milk and it is better 
to run the risk of septic sore throat, 
tonsilitis, scarlet fever, typhoid fever 
and diphtheria than to drink milk that 
is valueless as food. 
Another suggestion 
eminent English 
Edmunds of London, ‘vho urges that 
cow's milk be discarded in favor of 
goat's. Writing to the Lancet, he says: 
“Goats practically never have tuber- 
therefore their milk can. be given 
without pasteurizing. Further, it ec: n be 
obtained fresh and clean. I once caught 
in a test tube milk from the teat of a 
voat being milked by a boy; the ‘ert 
tube was placed in an incubator and re- 
mained sterile. Goats are small and 
cleanly animals, and can be kept in 
health even in the center of a large town: 
their milk is said to be better for infants

Murder by Disease 
Germs. 

OME time ago the daily press was 
considerably aroused over apn at- 
tempt at blackmail through mail- 
ing virulent germs to various 

wealthy persons, together with pleas for 
aid and the offer of an antidote or posi- 
tive cure. 

Reeently in Germany a man named 
Hopf was arrested on suspicion of hav- 
ing killed his wife by ‘inoculation with 
disease germs and the internal adminis- 
tration of arsenic... During the trial. in- 
formation was brought out to the effect 
that he had probably on former occasions 
murdered other memters of his family in 
the same way. Before the criminal] court 
in Frankfort he was charged with the 
murder of his father and his mother, two 
of his children and his first and second 
wives, and.with the attempted murder 
of his third wife. All the persons killed 
had heen heavily insured. Arsenic was 
found in the bodies of the children and 
the first wife, but the second wife he had 
cremated. He denied having inoculated 
his wives, and there was no post-mortem 
evidence that he had done so; but he 
stated taat he had used such bacteria 
for experiments on dogs in connection 
with certain private studies, although he 
was not a bacteriologiat or a medical 
man. The bacterial cultures were pur- 
chased in Vienna, because no German 
laboratory was willing to supply the cul- 
tures which he ordered, using the name 
of an alleged scientific institution. The 
jury found him guilty of murder in all 
the cases except these of his parents. 


Medical experts declared that the man 
was not insane. Im Germany, says the

THE dull drone of the. United States 

Senate was interrupted recently by 

the tron gray Senator from South 

Carolina, Benjamin. R. Trllman, 

who rose to ‘present to the careful and 

prayerful consideration” of his brother 

Senators his views, not on the tariff, canal 

tolls or other legislation, but on how to 

live and what to do to continue in health 
‘until advanced age. 

Senator Tillman «s in his sizty-seventh 
year. Three and a half years ago he was 
stricken. with paralysis. Recovering. suf- 
ficiently to resume his senatorial duties, he 
began a serious study of his body. He 
fully believes now that had he learned how 
to take care of himself in early manhood 
he might have been sturdy enough to go 
on te the age of 85 or 90, perhaps to. be- 
tome.a centenartan. 

The Senate granted Tillman unanimous 
consent to present his views and by order 
of the Vice-President they were read to 
the Senate and incorporated in the Con. 
gressional Record for public distribution. 

Never before had a Senator delivered a 
complete lecture on health to that digni- 
fied body. The venerable men sitting about 
the circle listened with keen interest. 


ENATOR TILLM \N'S rules tor bealth be- 
cin with seveu i:utended as exercises he 
iahes on his bed each morning. Here 
ihey are as the Senator formulated them: 

“Before getting up in the moruing take the 
head off the pillow and stretch out straight. 


Draw in a deep breath and begin by kicking 


the huitock with the heel of one foot 15 times; 


then exi.ale, Draw im the breath again and kick 
with t e heel ofthe other foot 15 t-mes, holding 
the breath until the movement is finished. Then 
let the air out and draw in a fresh breath and 
kick w.th bo.h feet 5 times. DraW in a fresh 


breath to the limit u:iter each movem é.ct. 


“Next drop the beels on the bed with the 
knees drawn up. Then throw the inees as far 
apari as the- cap be carried and repeat move- 


ment 20 times. 


“Then throw first one foot and thei the otb-«r 
toward the headboatd with vigor, | eeping the 
knee joint; as straight as you can, A differ- 
ent sei of muscles is brought inio play by 
doing ibis with the inees drawn up and the 


knee joists limber. 


“Now, ick out with both feet as wide apait 
as possilie and kie* w.th emphavris, as though 


you were kicking oif a vicious dog. 


“Nevt place tLe bands under the small of the 
. back, using these as a lever, elevate both feet 
at once and lower part of the bod. toward the 


headboard, using the abdomina? m <:cles to pull 
up the lower extremities. If in an iron bed this 
movement can be facditated by crasping the 
railing or round above tte head w.t the bands, 
pulling up the legs and feet. This and the ‘hext 
movement are intended to reduce the’ paunch 
by changitig the fat on the abdomen to muscle. 
“Then fasten the feet under something and 
pull the trumk to a sitting posture. Young, 
_ healthy people do not need to fasten the feet, 
but old and fat ones must do it. One ought to 
go about it ‘cautiously until the muscles have 
become uccustoned to the strain. Repeat four 
or five times. ' 
“Finally, throw ite head back with the feet 
on the bed and lift the body clear, so that the 
shoulders do nov touch, forming an arch. Re- 
peat this an often as you wisb.”*. 
Rising, the Senator said, he ta’ es a cold bath, 
‘ beginning with the water tepid and ending with 
it as cold as he cen stand. 
“I rub down briskly,” he told the Senate, “put 
‘on undershirt and dre wers, and get a light pair 
‘o? dtimbbells—three ad a half pounds. Those 


are to g've momentum to the movements and 


“bring the muscles into better play.” 
The dumbbell exercises six in number. are 
here given in the Senator's wordg: 
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SENATOR TILLMAN. 


“First, stana erect, with the dumbbells firm- 
ly clenched. Throw the arms downward and 
backward, passing by the thighs. Repeat 15 
times. 

“Continuing, bend the trunk forward as nearly 
horizontal as you can and let the arms swing as 
near the floor as they can go, straightening up 
between each swing and repeating until you 
have bent down 10 times. : 

“Then, keeping the knees stiff, try to punch 
the big toe of each foot with both fists. Re- 
peat as often as desired, straightening up be- 
tween punches. / 


“Next, using the dumbbells, drop the hands 
the full length of the arms a liwwle to the f:ont. 
Then begin by swinging the arms in unison first 
to the right an‘ then to the left. As one goes 
up let the other come down, swaying the body 
from side to side as the movements are made. 
Elevate the hand that goes up as_high above 
the head as possible, and put the other as near 
the floor as you can. This is called ‘the liver 
squeezer, and is very fine for stimulating that 
organ. > 

“Then throw both arms behind the back hard 
so as to bring the back-of the hands-as-near to- 

gether as possible while holding the dumbbells 
clenched. 

“Still holding the dumbbells, tbrow one to the 


rear and the other to the front, looking first 


over one sboulder and then over the other, 
twisting the spine'as far as Sera loosen- 
ing the vertebrae. . 

“Using one hand at a time, swing the deni 
bells upward, backward, downward . and (for- 
ward, forming a circle with the armpit as a 
center. Then reverse and swing’ the other way.” 

The Senator next told his colleagues of two 
supplemental exercises of benefit to the spine. 

“Standing flatfootedly, elevaté the -hands 
above the head and bend forward and try to 
touch the floor while the knees are held stiff. 
Straighten up and repeat. Continue to do this 
until you succeed in reaching the flocr. I usu- 
ally reach it the third effort. At first I could 
hardly get lower than my ‘nees. Take hold of 
the bed and squat as low as ‘you can. Straighten 
up and bend backward-as far as you can. 

“Then squat and repeat, straightening up and 
bending backward. ‘This will.loosen the verte- 
bree of the spine and relieve the pressure on the 
nerves inside the trunk. This to me is my most 
valuable exercise, as it enables me to mount my 
horse from the ground without assistance.” 

Here the Senator cautioned his fellows never 
to do any of the movements to the point of 
fatigue. 

“T pra’ t’ce these exerelnes morning and night, 
before and after undressing. It rates about 
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ten minutes, «ct smciuding the bath. | have 
found that dee,» breathing adds very much to 
my strength and has facilitated my return to 
health. Many do nct know what this means. So 
| wiH describe my method. 

“First, compress the diaphragm, driving all 
the breath.out of the bcdy you can. This is 
what the doctors call dead or residual air, and 
it remains in the lungs all. the time unless it 
is expelled by will power. After you have 
cleaned out the lungs, draw in all the fresh air 
you can. Hold it in the lungs while you count 
ten. 

“Then exhale ii slowly. One can increase the 
quant:ty more than he had supposed possible 
at first. This is the best thing I have ever found 
for insomnia, as almost before I know it, as I 
am counting the inhalations, 1 am asleep. | 
never have done it more than ten times wifhout 
going to sleep. 

“Another great blessing to ‘me has been hot 
water. I drin it ws hot as I can (about 160 
degrees Fahrenheit in my case), using at least 
three quarts a.cay. Tepid water is rejected by 
some stomachs, as it produces nausea; but hot 
water becomes acceptable to most people. | 
have gotten se | do not want any other kind. 
It cleanses the stomach in readiness for food. 
it aids digestiOn, taien at the right time— 
shortly after eating. It is a specific for indi- 
gestion, acute or otherwise. Indeed, I cannot 
say too much ‘for jt.” 

Summing up his conclusions, the Senator said: 

“The four things which have contributed most 
to my restorat on fo health are careful diet. 
deep breathing, physical culture exercises and . 
drinking hot water. All these working together 
have, brought about the reguit so far attained. 
If L°were to pame them ih the order of im-- 
portance, they would come as above given. 
Without the physical culture I would be tortured 
by rheumatism and perhaps bedridden. I have 
literally kicked it out of bed. I am constantly 
reminded of my rheumatic condition by twinges 
of sciatica. ae 

Senator Tillman prefaced his rules for health 
with a statement: 


“The simultaneous dcathe within the recent 
past of two of the most distinguished ¢aptains 
of industry-in the South are very lamentable,” 
he said. “Both of these men staried at the bot- 
tom and wor'ed their way to the very top of 
their profession—railroading.. Neither ought to 
have died so young. One was 63 years of age, 
while the other was only 60. Had they known 
the value of self-control in eating and the. use 
of “hot water, they would have lived at least 
ten. years longer to serve their. — and

Or if your neighbors’ yards 
have been beautiful you will not have 
them looking askance at yours and wish- 
ing some progressive person wouid take 
aver your property. 

This is the time to start. A few 
hours’ work a day at this season of the 
year will pay wonderful returns before 
the end of the summer, when your back 
yard will be a breathing spot in which 
you will delight to spend the evenings. 

It is remarkable how one or two well- 
back yards will brighten a 
whole neighborhood. A striking ex- 
ample of this can be noticed by pas- 
sengers on any Hodiamonit car, for instance. The 
Hodiamont line, after it passes Vandeventer avenue 
going west, runs for mogt of its course through a right- 
of-way with back yards on each side. In some blocks 
these yards are eyesores. In others they -are pleasant 
io look upon. If all the back lawns were as pretty in 
summer as a few of them, a. trip on the Hodiamont 
line would be a jolly excursion any day. 

One oj the prettiest of the Hodiamont line lawus is 
that bac. of the home of B. B. Deems, 4116 West Selle 
place. Only three years ago it was a barren I[ot, «9v- 
ejed witia debris, with unpainted sheds and fences, ‘he 
very acme of hideousness. Yet it has been transformed 
into a beauty spot at a cost of much less than $10 in cash 
and a little after-work-hou: exercise every day. 

The g:ound first was ca efully raked and then ma- 
nure was spread over it in the early spring months, tu 
fertilize the almost barren earth. After the fertilize: 
had been spread, the owner went to a feed store and got 
some timothy seed, which he sowed. It sprang up in 
a luxuriant lawn, the grass, when kept closely trimmed, 
as sat 'sfactory as any of the high-priced 2rasses avu- 
vert'sed by seed stores. 

From his Congressman at Washington Deems obtaiaed 
\vvithout cost several varieties. of flower seeds. To these 
he added other seed that be had bought. .A little werk 
with the spade aud hoe and it was all done. The total 
cost for seed, fertilizer, ete., was under $5. 

Even the fences, ash pit and sheds were utilized in 
the scheme of beautification. .To make a4 spe- 
cial bed for some flowering plants, Deems took an 
ordinary barrel and sawed it in two. Climbing beaas 
were trained over the sheds, the ash pit was hidden 
behind a sturdy growth of elephant ear, a grape arbor 
was erected in one corner, crimson rambler roses Were 
trained over part of the feuce and a trellis and th= 
whole was counterbalanced by beds of geraniums and 
verteras, with Mexican fire- bush and border plant ured 
lavishly

small expense. The 
climbing beans over 
the shed in one cor-. 
her made a. bright 
mass Of living green, 
at the foot of which 
ai. Oviong bed of ger- 
aniums was outlined 
with border plant and 
set Off aguinst a back- 
ground of firebush 
and elephant ear. 

A bleak secticn of 
fence was adorned by 
more climbing beans 
at one side of the 
lawn. Under a tree 
‘he owner set a table 
where {fn the evenings 
the members of the 
family may sit. Near 
the table is a crescent-shaped bed of sweet peas and 
nasturtiums, with berder plant lining the fence and 
Chinese pinks further towards the front. 

The most unsig, tly corner of the yard, that nea: ine 
shed and asb pit. was completely transformed by potted 


geraniums set im the half-barrel and by moss, firebush 
aud border plant. 


A sumilar transformation was wrought im a corner 
back of the kitchen, which, before the gardening be- 
gan, was bare and bleak. Here clematis on the feuce. 
‘amers running up the walls of the house, <ie- 
phant ear, canra lilies, scarlet geraniums and border 
plant made “the corner one of the prettiest spots on the 
place. 

An almost tropical effect is made to the left side of 
the house where the ¢crape arbo- was built, To ‘he 


right of the arbor is 
set a cireular bed of 
brilliant verbenas. In

Rose Culture in St Louis. 


N the latest report of the Missour! Botanical Gardes 
ibe following hints are given concerning ‘ose eul- 
ture: 

Roces are entitled to the choicest location ine 
yard. Good exposure to the sun, and proper protection 
from prevailing winds will do much to make the rose 
garden a success. While a location with a full<iay sub 
exposure is much to be preferred, it is not absolutely 
essential, and where a choice must be made it is best 
to give roses the morning sun. Beds should not bé 
lecated near trees or shrubbery. Roses are h 
feeders and’ for their best development require an 
usual amount of fertilizer; when planted pear (reés or 
shrubbery, the roots of thé latter deplete the soil of 
nourishment, with the result that the roses suffer. 

Roses usually do well in any good garden soil, but 

better resu..s are obtained if considerable care is @X- 
ercised in the preparation of the ground” Roses re 
quire a heavy, well-rained soil. To obtain this, the 
area to be usel for a bed should be dug out to a depth 
of from 18 inches to two feet and if the drainage is 
not good another six inches should be removed and this 
space filled
